sho cks were very severe a t Serinagur, the 
capital o f 
Cashmere. 
The barracks, in 
which several hundred so ldiers were quar­ 
tered, were co mpletely destro yed, co llaps­ 
ing so suddenly tha t nearly half o f the men 
were impriso ned in the debris. 
Later .—A dditio nal particulars 
o f the 
casualties caused by the earthquake last 
Sunday at Serinagur, India, have been re­ 
ceived. 
Fo rty na tives 
were killed and 
aighty injured, many o f them fatally, and 
fifty so ldiers are serio usly hurt 
The palace 
o f the British resident was reduced to ruins 
aud the principal mo sque at 8 o pur, in the 
va le 
o f Cashmere, 
twenty miles 
fro m 
Serinagur, was thro wn do wn. The structure 
was cro wded with wo rshippers a t the time 
and 200 o f them were killed o utright. 
The 
number o f injured is no t kno wn, but is 
large. 
[Serinagur is a city o f an estimated po pu­ 
latio n o f 132,000 inhabitants, and is built 
upo n bo th banks o f the J belum river, the 
ancient Hydaspe- o f the Greeks. It is rather 
a co nfused mass o f ho uses tbau a regularly 
iaid-o ut city, acco rding to western idea. 
The 
upper 
sto ries 
o f 
the 
buildings 
pro ject o ver the first, and are suppo rted by 
lo ng pro ps. 
The bulk o f the po pulatio n is 
Mo hammedan in faith, and they suppo rt 
-everal mo sques, o f which the J ami is the 
largest and mo st elegant. 
It has been badly 
damaged by the earthquake. 
Several Bmail 
Hindo o temples were also shattered. 
The 
large ho spital fo r the 
medicine missio n, 
erected by 
the maharajah, is practically 
unharmed. 
There are seven bridge« acro ss 
the J helurn, which are simply beams o f 
wo o d laid upo n piers o f sto ne and brick. 
Nearly all these were so shaken up by the 
sho ck as to be impassable. 
Cashmere is sub­ 
ject to earthquake, and many o f the ancient 
relics o f Grecian sculpture with which the 
land fo rmerly abo unded o we their bro ken 
and ruined co nditio n to this cause.

gur, ho wever, had o f late years been co m­ 
paratively exem pt fro m seismic disturb­ 
ances.]

salo o nkeepers in 
Terre Haute, and rate as desperado es. There 
has been an indictment fo r grand larceny 
in 
Martin 
co unty hanging 
o ver their 
heads fo r two years past, 
but fo r so me 
reaeo n no attempt has ever been made to 
serve it. 
A few da ys ago the sheriff o f 
Dubo is co unty received a warrant with 
o rders to arrest the bo ys, then a t their 
father*« farm. 
The sheriff swo re in two 
deputy sheriffs, J o hn Gardner and W illiam 
Co x, fo r this purpo se. 
The two men fo und 
no o ppo rtunity to arrest the men until Mo n­ 
day, when o ld Reeves came to J asper, lea v­ 
ing the two so ns a mile fro m to wn. 
The 
deputies, 
by 
watching 
the o ld 
man, 
fo und 
the 
hiding 
place 
o f 
their 
men, 
and arrested them. 
While 
go ing 
to 
to wn, 
o ld 
man 
Reeves 
said 
to 
Gardner. 
MThat*s a pretty pisto l yo u have; 
let me see it** 
The o fficer handed the pisto l 
to Reeves, whereupo n the priso ner tried to 
■ho o t him, but was prevented by Co x draw­ 
ing his o wn revo lver and telling Reeves no t 
to attem pt it. 
Reeves thereupo n sho t Co x 
in the wrist, causing the pisto l to dro p fro m 
his hand. 
Old Reeves then fired two mo re 
sho ts a t Co x, o ne entering the thigh and the 
o ther lo dging in the back, paralyzing him 
fro m the waist do wn. 
Meanwhile, the two so ns bad o pened fire 
upo n Gardner, sho o ting him fo ur times, 
two sho ts taking effect in the back, o ne in 
the left arm, and o ne in the fo rehead be­ 
tween the eyes. 
After bo th men were ren­ 
dered helpless, the two yo unger Reeves went 
thro ugh Gardner*« po ckets, securing abo ut 
$10 in mo ney and so me valuable papers. 
They also appro priated Gardner’s and Co x’s 
revo lvers and their ho rses and escaped.

wo unded o fficers la y suffering In intense 
ago ny until la te 
in the evening, when 
they 
were 
disco vered 
by farmers and 
bro ught to J asper, where medical attend­ 
ance was pro cured. 
Gardner lingered until 
8 o ’clo ck Tuesday mo rning, when he died. 
Co x was a live a t 9 p. m. Tuesday, but 
wo uld hardly live till mo rning. The a utho r­ 
ities have taken no steps leading to the ap­ 
prehensio n o f the murderer*.

remain inactive, simply because no reward

fo r the arrett o f the 
Reeves.

NOT ONE CHILD IN TEN THOUSAND 
POSSESSES IT, 


But Ne a rly Eve ry Boy And Girl Has « a 
Instinct for Artle tlc Employme nt— 
Wha t Young Childre n Ma y 
Ca ttily Be Ta ught. 


THE CAMPING- OUT SEASON. 


[London Art Journa l.] 
There is no branch of human knowledge 
In which so much old fashioned sham sur­ 
vives as in w riting or talking about art. 
There are few men who can discuss It w ith­ 
out going into ineffable spasms and «Bsthetic 
raptures. 
The cure for this is to be found in 
a varied knowledge of arts, and in practical 
education. 
Raphael, Albert Durer, C ellini, 
M ichael Angelo, were the results (not the 
causes) of a state of society in which every 
workman was capable of executing deco­ 
rative designs, and even of m aking them. 
Now the world has taken from the ineffable 
aesthetic transcendentalists, firstly, the idea 
that art in the m ain means only the making 
of pictures and statues; and, secondly, that 
unless a child manifests an innate talent or 
born g ift for art, it should not be expected 
to study it. 
There are children who have a 
genius for art, but of these there are not 
more than one in 10,000 or 15,000. 
Among more than 1,000 pupils who were 
under m y teaching in the public art school 
in Philadelphia, there was only one who had 
any genius for art; but, on the other hand, 
there was not a single g irl or boy who passed 
into the second year of instruction who 
could not design a pattern and then execute 
it in em broidery, or wood, clay, sheet m etal, 
leather, mosaic, or other m aterial. 
I have 
found, by fu ll experience and hard work, 
that every child in every school m ay, by a 
certain and very simple method of training, 
be made into an artisan, and from this 
point become either a practical m echanic or 
an artist. 
It is the proper preparation for 
either. 
As easy em broidery is the be3t be­ 
ginning to lead little girls up to prosaic plaiu 
sewing, so the boy who begins w ith design, 
and modeling and carving, makes not only 
the best shoemaker, or sm ith, or carpenter, 
in less than the usual tim e, but also a better 
sailor, or farm er, or m iner, or collier. For 
there is no calling in life in which developed 
quickness of perception and constructive* 
ness is not a great power. 
Thus I found— 
and herein high authorities in education 
agree w ith me—that decorative a rt was the 
best step toward more practical work. 
It was m any years ago, during m y form er 
residence in England, that I began to aer 
iously study the problem of m anual indus­ 
try as a branch of a ll education. 
In the

[Ma cMilla n's Ma ga z ine .] 
A bark canoe is only one man’s load; he 
turns it upside down, and walks w ith it on 
his head. 
A man toiling across a portage in 
this attitude is a somewhat grotesque sight, 
suggesting a monstrous new kind of snail. 
Then the canoe w ill go over shallows where 
anything else would stick, and as for handi­ 
ness, an expert canoe man w ill alm ost turn 
it around w ith one tw ist of the paddle. 
Re­ 
pairs are frequent but simple, consisting 
m ainly in the free application to damaged 
places of a resinous gum kept in store for 
that purpose. 
Speed is a secondary con­ 
sideration; you cannot go fast paddling up, 
and you cannot help going fast coming 
down. 
W e came down a reach in half an 
hour that we had taken half a day to work 
up 
Often towing and poling have to be re­ 
sorted to to make way against a heavy cur­ 
rent. 
Paddling, though a more wasteful appli­ 
cation of m uscular work than rowing, is less 
fatiguing when the pace is not forced, and 
after a little practice becomes a very de­ 
lectable exercise. 
The traveler embarked 
on a canoe voyage has to carry most things 
w ith him. 
Along the rive r there are only 
scattered farm houses, and the only certain 
and com fortable w ay of securing shelter for 
the night is to camp out. 
The tents and 
other necessaries form the cargo of the 
canoes. 
It is astonishing how much stuff 
can be stowed aw ay in a canoe that looks 
quite sm all—another m erit of the savage 
birch bark vessel as compared w ith Euro­ 
pean boats. 
E very night we choose our 
camping ground, pitch our tents, and make 
our camp fire; this last is of great impor­ 
tance, not only for warm th and brightness 
but for driving aw ay insects, the only 
drawback in a life otherwise perfect. 
W hen people play at camping out in Eng­ 
land, they make a fire a foot or two across, 
over which they hang a kettle on three 
sticks. 
In Canada you make a fire of logs 
five or six feet long, or m ay be whole roots 
of pine or cedar, which w ill burn a ll night. 
The trouble of chopping the wood up sm all 
would be greater than that of burning it as 
it is, and its coet is nothing. 
In m any 
places, indeed, the best fuel is d rift wood, 
which could in no way be made otherwise 
useful. 
Even in summer nights the fire is 
welcome companion, and after a day’s 
work at paddling, hot tea is the best of 
drinks whatever the tem perature may be— 
not that other drink would be easy to get if 
one wanted it, but no such want is fe lt

One ot the le a ding Swindle # of the Me te » 
polls—An Inve stiga tion. 
[New York Cor. Chicago Tribunal 
The Women’s Christian association ha* 
opened a registry for girls, who desire em 
ploy men t as operatives on typew riters. 
An 
investigation of the character of each ap­ 
plicant is promised, so that the employe» 
may know in every instance something 
about her antecedents. 
This move is ■ 
result of an evil which has become a big one 
in New York. 
Inspector Byrnes, who is the 
head of the detectives of the police depart- 
ment, says on this subject: 
“Hundreds and hundreds of young women 
have been taken into the offices of law yers, 
brokers, merchants, and others since the 
typew riting machine came into general use. 
They are necessarily educated and bright. 
Most of them are of irreproachable char­ 
acter, and in this field find work enabling 
them to support themselves or help their 
fam ilies. 
‘Bu t tpye-writing has also opened up a 
rich thing for continence adventuresses, and 
they are doing more extensive and adroit 
work than ever known before. 
They get 
into d aily intercourse w ith men whom they 
could not otherwise meet; they have plenty 
of tim e to make a favorable impression; all 
the circum stances are conducive to the sue- 
coss of their schemes. 
In case the chosen 
victim doesn’t put him self voluntarily into 
a compromising position he is tricked into 
what looks like one. 
Then blackm ail in 
some form or other is levied 
him. 
Cases 
are brought to us in astonishing numbers, 
and often by men who could be caught by 
no ordinary trap. 
I could name a very fa 
mous W a ll street banker who became in 
volved. 
It looked black for him until a 
brief search into the history of his fair 
young secretary exposed her as an adven 
turess of the worst sort 
Usually we do not 
feel that tho police are rightly called *.oti to 
act, and the- men are advised to go to some 
law yers or private detective«” 
Talk w ith the 
managers of 
detective 
agencies elicits the fact that blackm ail by 
woman who get into offices as typew riters 
has become the leading swindle, a ad that 
the investigation and exposure of their real 
characters constitutes a considerable share 
of the work now done by unofficial detec 
tivea 
In most, cases the past careers of 
those women furnish ample defense for their 
em ployers; 
but sometimes the escape is 
laboriously and expensively brought about.
